FEAR WARFARE WtLL

LONDON, Sept. 29.—Grave fears 
that a recurrence of general warfare 
will result in a near east crisis, is oc- 
cupying the minds of British officials, 
It is stated in authoritative quarters. 


CONSTANTINOPLE. Sept. 2S—(Bv 
'The Associated Press)—Events surely 
are approaching a climax. The Turks 
have occupied the entire neutral zone 
. on the Asiatic Side of-the Dardanelles, 
with the exception of the Chanak area, 
around which they have established 
infantry units in a semi-circle, virtual- 
ly infesting-the British lines.- 
The Turkish cavalry quadrons, arc 
retiring and the British troops, who 
are in strong force at Chanak are 
ready for what may "happen. 
In .these circumstances General Har- 
rington, the British 
commander-in- 
chief, has sent a wireless message to 
Kemal Pasha at Smyrna, asking for 
an immediate personal meeting. 
He 
leaves the choice of place to "Kemal, 
who's reply is expected momentarily.

WASHINGTON, D. C<, Sept. 29 — 
Governor E. Lee Trinkle and E. E 
Dudding. president of the Prisoners 
Relief Society, have now agreed on a 
time for a conference regarding the 
alleged mismanagement and crueltv 
practiced at the Virginia State Prison 
Farm near Richmond. The governot 
has suggested 11^ o'clock - -Saturday 
mornTqg, September 30,. arid Dudding 
has agreed to be at the governor's of 
flee in Richmond at that hour. 
In a letter received by Mr. Dudding 
yesterday Governor Trinkle re-aseert< 
that he and. the board of directors o 
the Virginia penitentiary welcome any 
Information relative to the state farm 
tbe penitentiary at Richmond, or any 
of the other branch prisons which 
will in any way tend to improve those 
institutions. 
The governor does not 
however, speak of welcoming a public 
investigation, and that is what Dud- 
ding has been urging, insisting that 
only by shedding light on the subject 
so that the public can see what is go- 
ing on. can conditions be corrected. 
Governor Trinkle states that he 
does not place credence in reports oj 
threats against Dudding's life; but 
says he will have his secretary meei 
him at the Richmond railroad station 
and bring him to the governor's of- 
fice in his car. and return him to ihe 
.governor's office in his car, and re- 
turn him to .the station at his con- 
venience. 


Mr. Dudding has written to Mr 
Page, prosecutor for Goochland coun- 
ty, asking tbe latter to meet him at 
Murphy's Jiotel on Saturday 6t look 
over some affidavits concerning 
the 
treatment of prisoners at the State 
Prison Farm, with a view-to placing 
t|ie information before the county 
grand jury for possible action against 
the prison farm authorities. 
Mr. Dudding will take with him to 
Richmond a number of affidavits si- 
eging crufl treatment of prisoners at 
the prison farm, and several letters 
making serious charges against the 
prison officials. 


Here are some of the things Dud- 
ding will suggest to the governor: 
That convicts at the prison farm be 
put on their honor. 


Guards be reduced from 30 to 5. 
Appoint, a new warden; one who is 
a Christian: man. 
Feed the convicts the average hu-

Clothe the convicts in 
keep them from suffering. 
Install hot water in- the hospital; 
also steam heat. 
Put a stop to corporal punishment. 
Have Ice in the hospital in summer. 
Feed the convicts vegetables off the 
prison farm in summer; they do not 
get them now. 
Screen the farm hospital and din- 
ing room and kitchen. 
See that the sick prisoners get light 
and proper food; they do not get it 
now. 
Improve the sanitary conditions in 
preparation of food. 
These conditions exist. Mr. Dudding 
says, in every enlightened prison in 
the United States, but not at the Vir- 
ginia State Prison Farm.

Motion of Pittsburgh foe wan com- 
pletely put out of business today by 
local ^dentists, assisted by officials of 
the Weather Bureau and experts from 
the United State* Engineering Depart- 
ment, he Initial experiment, conduct;

spray of oil and organic acid was 
spread over a broad area of the river.

The oil 


prevented union of the air and water. 
Another 'experiment on a rough 


broader scale will be held as soon As 
the Weather Bureau forecasts another 
nice, thick fog, they said.

Although the death rate a» a whole 
now practically equals that of the 
pre«ar days, deaths by accident, mur- 
der and suicide have greatly incremi- 
ed during the first «lx month* of the 
precont year.

•fancwt of maes killing:. 
Figures gathered from 46 cltleji with 
a total population of more than 16.- 
500.000 for the first half of the yeur. 
•how 122,000 deathn. or about 14 per 
1,000 population. The number of vio- 
lent deathH totaled 5,605. of which 1,- 
4C8 were In Berlin alono. 


In Berlin alone, during the tint five 
months of the year, 48 persons were 
murdered and 609 committed suicide.

How It Happened 


JCBTV TORK, Sept. 28. — Copstan- 
tlne I., for the second time ex-King 
of Greece, has h»d a career as tur- 
bulent as that of a mediaeval ruler. 
Born Aug. 3, 1868, he was educated 
by Oermaji tutors and schooled in 
German army manoeuvres! In 1909, 
while Crown rin.ce, ho was dismissed 
as Commander of the Greek 
Army 
because of popular clamor— against 
him, but he became a national hero 
in the Balkan War of 1912 'when, at 
the head of a Greek army, he cap- 
tured Salonica from the Turks. The 
populace djubbed him :: Liberator." 


His reign began March 18. 1913, 


when his father, George J., was as- 
sassinated. At the beginning, of the 
World War his sympathies were pro- 
German, owing to the influence of 
his Hohenzollern wife, ueen Sophia, 
sister of the former Kaise.r He soon 
became unpopular, largely on account 
of his repeated dismissals of Greek 
Cabinets, and to chargee that he or 
his Ministers had permitted the Dual 
Alliance to establish submarine bases 
in Gre?k waters. .The clamor becahie 
so strong that he was forced to ab- 
dicate. 
. 
Restored in 1920. 


For three years he lived in exile in 


Switzerland. When His eon and suc- 
cessor. Alexander, die^l 
in October, 


1920, 
from a monljey bite. Constantino 


returned to Athens amid great popu- 
lar enthusiasm. Cynics said his path- 
way was paved with American dollars 
from the strong box of Prince Chris- 
topher's bride, formerly Mrs: William 
R. Lieeds, widow of America's, "tin- 
i/iate king." A 
plebiscite, however.
